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THE CHECKER VEST BOYS 





Kome wasn’t built in a day and big oak trees have to start from 
little acorns and you can tell the direction of so big an entity as the 
wind from tiny straws, all of which does not sound very much like 
a few words on steeplechasing, but actually, there are a number of 
factors, like straws in the wind, which point to the increasing atten- 
tion the sport is receiving that bear watching. Not the least of these, 
is the vote of confidence given the game by the plain and ordinary 
citizen on the street, the $2.00 bettor in New York. The result of the 
Gallop poll taken at Belmont is a pretty conclusive piece of evidence. 

Another very gratifying straw in the wind, is the splendid recep- 
tion the steeplechase people received this year at Delaware Park. 
Two of the most up and coming racing executives in the business are 
Harry Parr, Pimlico’s president and Don Ross, Delaware’s chief 
executive. There are some very clever and able men working with 
these two gentlemen as well, real sportsmen who know the basis of 
racing, have felt its pulse for a long time. In both of these associ- 
ations, the steeplechase trainers and owners have been accorded 
every break. 

Bryan Field jocosely refers to the ’chasing stables as the checker 
vest boys, but although this very wide awake manager of one of the 
most sporting tracks in the country, may make light of that telltale 
badge of the amateur sportsmen, Delaware Park makes a very care- 
ful point of seeing to it that those interested in steeplechasing have 
all the necessary items with which to race. 

There were several incidents in Delaware’s recent meeting which 
are significant of how far this Association is headed. First of all, as 
the meeting started, there were a couple of fences in the infield, 
particularly the water, which seemed to be causing bad jumping and 
several horses fell. The President at once called a meeting of the 
trainers and as a result of their recommendations, the track superin- 
tendent remodeled them with the result that no further casualties 
were recorded at these particular obstacles. Another time one of the 
maiden jumping races was not filling. The handicapper came around 
to see one of the ’chasing trainers and told him of his difficulty with 
this race. The trainer put in a horse and was surprised and gratified 
to find in the morning that the handicapper had not only contacted 
him but had secured 7 other horses. Instead of just not taking the 
trouble, when the race was not filling well, the officials made it their 
business to scurry around and see that there was a good jumping race 
on hand with eleven horses going postward. This is interest with a 
capital I and it bears fruit. 


One always hears, “You cannot please the jumping boys,” but the 
fact of the matter is, the jumping boys had a very good reception at 
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Delaware and they were delighted and they’re going back for more. 
Actually trainers of jumpers are not hard to please. In the first 
place, they and their owners, from d@ look at their names, are the best 
known sportsmen in the country and they are good sports in the full 
sense of the word. They will take a licking and they know how to 
laugh about it and their owners take a particular pride in their own 
brand of sportsmanship as well. 


But getting down to brass tacks, the jumping boys want a good 
course, big, well made jumps, that horses won’t fall over. They have 
to have good turf, too, turf that is taken care of, that does not look 
as if a plow had been run through it just before the horses. This is 
work, and Delaware Park which undoubtedly has the best of the 
‘chasing courses, has put men to work after each race tamping down 
the sod. This is not impossible. The English have been doing the 
same thing for a couple of hundred years, although they do it on 
their flat courses as well. Then again, when it comes to stabling, 
the ’chasing boys like to be made to feel they are not a damn nuisance 
they like to have stalls, and, finally, they like to feel there is someone 
who will hear their case when it comes to racing conditions, someone 
to show some interest. It doesn’t require a Dale Carnegie to make 
the ’chasing boys happy, even Bryan Field isn’t all that good, but just 
as the Philadelphia Daily News pointed out recently when saying what 
a good job some of the tracks were doing, and pointing out particu- 
larly, the attention to the petty wants of the $2.00 Joes, the water 
fountains, the chairs, the eating places, it is the little acorns that 
someday mount to great big oaks and this is as true of the little stable 
the little sportsman, the little trainer or the little bettor. Each wants 
to be recognized. It takes time, like Rome, but the track that recog- 
nizes these little items will, like Rome, have a Caesar and an empire 
not like Caesar’s but what’s more important, one more sporting.

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Galloping Hills Sixth Renewal 





Owners, Riders Active In Two-Day Informal 
Show Now Grown To Big Time With Leading 
Stables Competing From The Middle West

The 6th annual Galloping Hills 
Horse Show, the inspiration of the 
Louis Swift, Jr’s., of Wheaton. IIl., 
with 598 entries for the 2-day, June 
29-30, jampack program, represent- 
ed probably the biggest outdoor 
show in the middle west. A mere 48 
hunters in the model presented quite 
a situation in itself to judges, Brock 
Fuller, of Milwaukee, Wis., ana 
Robert Coneen, of Columbus, Ohio, 
and these arbiters were kept 
on the hop throughout as 49 hunters 
went in the working, 56 in the han- 
dy and 39 in the bare-back jumping. 
The heat both days was terrific. 

There was outstanding conformat- 
ion and performance in all of the 
well filled ‘lasses which saw the 
winning ribbons we]J distributed. In 
the end, based upon the committee’s 
point-system, Carl Speidel’s Santoy 
was pinned hunter champion and 
Horace Hardy’s Escalator gained the 
jumper-tricolor. T. A. Mohlman rode 
Santoy throughout. 

In the mogel,the Wallace Wakem- 
shown, Arlington Farm-owned Sy?- 
van Queen, Virginia-bred mare, was 
considered the best, as Stanley 
Luke’s Moving picture was 2nd and 
Mrs. Dudley Kratz’ Spymaster stood 
above Colonel August A. Busch, Jr.’s 
Yankee Doodle, a favorite of the 
crowd, which with dazzling white 
coat, and faintest shadow through 
his fore-quarters, where his skin is 
black, is comparable to a mental 
picture of the steeds driven by the 
ancient, Juda Ben-Hur. 

There was a number of outstand- 
ing performers, including Col. Aug- 
ust A. Busch, Jr.’s Yankee Doodle, 
Mrs. Swift, Jr,’s Frame Up and 
Range Wrattler, Mrs. Dudley Kratz’ 
Spymaster, Miss Pattie Phillips’ Mel- 
rose, Miss Jorie Butler’s Collateral 
and Miss Mary Evert’s Forever Free. 

It seems as long as Range Wrat- 
tler lives and travels sound he will 
emerge from middle and heavies 
wearing the blue. This old campaig- 
ner, affectionately called ‘‘Roanie’”’ 
understands his work so well that 
his owner-trainer-rider, Mrs. Louis 
Swift often shows him over fences 
without tack. He won his class at 
Galloping Hills ahead of Delmar 
Kroehler’s Beau Joe and Miss Rosa- 
lind Hauss on her own Bess Hazard. 
Miss Hauss is all of 3’-0” tall and 
about 10 years old. Her mare is large 
and eager at her fences and as she 
galloped the rather rugged outside 
course, she seemed to be about 19.0 
hands, with her rider looking like 
Tiny Tim, after he had engaged his 
magic amulet. 

Col. Busch, Jr. and Yankee Doodle 
“went to town” in the lightweight 


hunters, over the outside course, 
smooth as satin over the fences. 
Many “hunters-land disunited and 
change leads from leg weariness, 
but not Yankee Doodle and of course 
any of the ribbon horses. Ted Mohl- 
man on Santoy is always a thrill 
for the gallery. He rides and jumps 
in perfect Riley form, one of the 
best in the middle west. 

Miss Jorie Butler’s Collateral was 
pinned in the junior hunters. Miss 
Butler rode, as usual, and well. So 
did Dick Ewans on Tamerlae who 
got 2nd and Bunny Dean, 3rd. There 
were some other youngsters in this 
class who rated a hand. It was mai- 
den voyage for many. Miss Dorothy 
Dallstream, 12 years old, was mag- 
nificent on Alaska, but only 4 could 
win. Miss Lynn Buehler, 11, only 
lately having acquired her hunter 
and jumping only a month is going 
to give these yougsters a fight later 
on with her Virginia-bred Lilly B. 
Miss Isabel Farrar stepped off a 
train from Colorado and into her 
saddle; seemed to have lost nothing 
out there. Jack Oliver, 16, Culver 
cadet and brother Tommy, 13, and 
small just eats up fences on Gwyn 
and Bay Boy, on the outside course. 
Miss Joyce Kelley, daughter of Mc- 
clure Kelley, M. F. H., Wayne-du-

The han hunter was tricky. 
There were 4 rail jumps and 1 in the 
center. Contestants could choose 
their own course, so long as they 
jumped 8. It was a hotly contested 
event with Dick Fein winning on 
Jelly, Scotty Struth on Mischief, 
Miss Jorie Butler on Collateral and 
Miss Mary Evert on Shamrock’s Pre- 
caution. All of them are teen agers. 

The hunter hack, oddly enough, 
was the high spot of the show for 
the gallery. It was dramatic. “And 
the red mare played with the snaffle 
bar as a maiden plays with a glove.” 
Only it was not Kipling’s Colonel’s 
red mare. It was Bridlespur Hunt’s 
Colonel’s snowy gelding, Yankee 
Doodle. He was not pinned, but this 
horse and the way Colonel Busch, 
showed him, was a sensation. At 
the walk, trot, canter and gallop 
on, the reins were swinging in the 
,; breeze. The climax came when Col.

About 1893--Hunting In Babylon

Editor’s Note: The Chronicle is 
pleased to be able to publish some 
reminiscences of one of America’s 
foremost foxhunters, an M. F. H. 
who hunted his own hounds in the 
early days of Long Island, before or- 
ganized foxhunting as it is known 
today and who provided great sport 
to followers of hounds for many 
years in Long Island and in Mary- 
land. Mr. Nicholas is an honorary 
vice-president of the Masters of 
Foxhounds Association and has con- 
stantly had the best interests of sport 
with horse and hound at heart. We 
are greatly indebted to Mr. Nicholas 
for the privilege of being the first to 
publish some of his recollections of 
the early days of sport. 

My family lived in Babylon, Long 
Island. My father was a stockbroker, 
and was interested in sport in gen- 
eral, and racing, sailing and fishing 
in particular. 

When I was about eight years old, 
the family groom took me out into 
the woods with his two rabbit 
hounds. They found a rabbit and 
for about an hour, we sat on a log 
and listened to the hounds as they 
hunted the rabbit, now and then see- 
ing it crossing the path. I was 
thrilled, and I think that hunt im- 
bued in me the love of hunting, 
which gave me so much pleasure in 
after years. 

In the village, lived an old Irish 
cobbler who was so short that when 
he sat on his bench he looked almost 
“dwarfish”. He was a very enthus- 
iastic foxhunter and had two hounds, 
Moody and Sanky, which he kept in 
a kennel behind his shop. On the 
wall of his shop hung a painted sign, 
“Moody, the best hound in the 
Country”. 

After school, several other boys 
and I used to go to John’s Shop and 
listen to his tales of foxhunting. One 
day in a spirit of mischief one of the 
boys said ‘‘Moody is no good”. Old 
John got so angry he hurled his 
little hammer at the boy saying, “‘Get 
out of my shop before I knock your 


brains out.’’ The hammer fortu- 
nately missed the boy by a few inch- 
es, and the shop was cleared in a 
jiffy. 

After school one or two other 
boys and I used to go rabbit hunting 
in the woods nearby. I had a tin 
horn made at the tinsmiths, and 
would walk through the village 
blowing it until I had gathered half 
a dozen or so of the village hounds. 
The best hunting grounds were the 
woods on either side of the railroad 
tracks, as we could see the rabbits 
as they crossed and recrossed the 
track. 

One day just as the rabbit crossed 
the track, we heard the whistle of an 
approaching train. One hound came 
out in close pursuit, and it seemed 
as though it would surely be run 
over. One of the boys made a dive 
for it, caught it by one leg, and rol- 
led back down the embankment with 
it, just as the train passed. I 
thought it was a very brave thing to 
do. 

One day John invited me to go 
hunting with him that evening. 
Fearing my family would not let me 
go, I sneaked down to the village 
after supper and met John. He had 
a horse and buggy which he hired 
for the occasion, and with Moody 
and Sanky tied in the back, we drove 
to the hunting grounds. On this 
occasion it was the woods near the 
Belmont Nursery, where the first 
August Belmont kept his race horses. 

John tied the horse to a tree, and 
we sat in the buggy munching sand- 
wiches and drinking coffee which he 
had provided. 

It was not long before we heard 
the hounds giving tongue on a fox, 
and as the hunt progressed John got 
more and more excited. When they 
ran fast, Old John stood up on the 
seat of the buggy shouting ‘Moody 
is driving him, Moody is driving 
him.” After about two hours the 
hounds came back, and after being 
put back into the buggy, we drove 
home.

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2, 4-D For Weed Control 











Cautious Handling Advised In Little Known 
Chemical Effective In Weed Control; Flowers, 
Clovers And Vegetables Highly Sensitive

“The time has come the walrus said, 
to talk of other things; 
Of shoes and ships and sealing wax, 
of cabbages and kings.”’ 
And now, somewhat to my regret, 
the time has come when I can no 
longer put off talking about that 
much publicised compound 2 4-D. 
Not even the vendors of snake oil 
ever claimed more for their product 
than certain companies are now 
claiming for this weed killer, which 
is said to be so smart that it des- 
troys everything bad on the farm and 
encourages everything good. 

As a matter of fact we still don’t 
know too much about it. In August 
1944 there appeared in a technical 
magazine, whose pages are usually 
reserved for the dispassionate per- 
usal of cloistered scientists, an arti- 
cle describing the effect upon bind- 
weed of a chemical called 2, 4-dich- 
lorophenooxyacetic acid. When spray- 
ed with a very diluted solution of 
this tongue-twisting substance, the 
bindweed promptly curled up and 
died. 

Now bindweed is a very tough cus- 
tomer, one that intrudes itself into 
the regular corn-wheat rotations in a 
way which sooner or later sets a 
lot of us crazy. If the writer haé 
selected something a little less nox- 
ious for the subject of his experi- 
ment, his article would doubtless 
have been read and contents noted 
by his professional co-workers in 
the field who would, in due course, 
have checked his results, applied 
the substance to a host of other 
Plants, 
body of data on the basis of which 
2, 4-D could have eventually been 
released to the public in an orderly 


manner with some positive direct- 
ions as to how to use it and on 
what. 


But because bindweed is such an 
infernal pest that farmers spend » 
lot of hard dollars trying to get rid 
of, a couple of manufacturers, who 
h:ppened to get hold of the article, 
decided that here was a chance to 
gather in some of those dollars for 
their own account. As a matter of 
fact a patent was recently granted 
on the use of 2, 4-D as a weed 
killer. 

So the stuff was put on the mar- 
ket with adcompanying literature 
indicating that the millenium was 
at hand—at least as far as killing 
weeds was concerned. With one 
light spraying, dandelions would be 
driven from our lawns as St. Pat- 
rick chased the snakes from the oula 
sod, railroad section hands would 
have every Friday off because there- 
would be no more weeds to mow, the 
corn culitvator would become as 
obsolete as the thrashing. flail and 
highway convicts could reduce by 
an hour each day the interval be-

tween sessions with “the bones” ana 
similar games of chance. 

No sooner had this fascinating 
reading ‘placed before the 
public, than a flood of enquiries be- 
gan pouring in on the state agrr- 
cultural experiment Most 
of them had never even heard of 
the stuff. The Department of Agri- 
culture had been doing some work 
with it at Beltsville, Maryland but 
wasn’t nearly ready to make definite 
recommendations. Nevertheless far- 
mers bought 2, 4-D and sprayed it 
on. 

At first it looked as though what 
the manufacturers had said was 
all true and then some. Dandelions 
bindweed and_ cockle 
honeysuckle in 
died.

Still we do know some things 
about 2, 4-D. We know that it 
kills plants by causing the starch 


in the tissues to disappear so that 
they starve to death. We know that 
it will not kill grasses, such as 
Johnson grass, but will kill 
other plants. We know that it is 
not apparently harmful to animals, 
but is definitely harmful to the soil 
—several should go by be- 
fore planting a piece of ground that 
has been sprayed.

Long lists have appeared in the 
agricultural magazines of the weeds 
which it does not affect. For pract- 
ical purposes, however, it might be 
helpful to take a walk around the 
farm and consider where it can best 
be used. When you walk out the 
front door on to the lawn, you im- 
mediately hit a spot where 2, 4-D 
is useful. On lawns and golf courses, 
where the object is to get a turf 
made up entirely of grasses, 2, 4-D 
will kill everything else, from dan- 
delions up. 

When we come to the garden, 
however, the answer is no. Flowers 
and vegetables are highly sensitive 
to 2, 4-D. If your pasture has wild 
white clover in it—and it shoula— 
don’t spray it to kill the weeds. 2, 
4-D will kill this and other clovers, 
also. It can’t be used in alfalfa for 
the same reason. As far as arable 
land in corn and wheat is concernea, 
we still don’t know enough. It looks 
as though we would be able to work 
out times and methods of applicar- 
ion that would enable us to use 2, 
4-D effectively, but at the present 
time there is too much risk of. kill- 


ing the crop as well as the weeds. 

In cleaning fence rows 2, 4-D is 
extremely useful and for orchardists 
contending with honeysuckle and 
‘runnin’ vines”, it has been a real 
find. In this connection, however, 
remember that the greatest care 
must be used in cleaning sprayers 
that have been used for 2, 4-D be- 
fore using them for other sprays. 
At the Miller orchard, which is just 
across the line from me in West 
Virginia, 2, 4-D was used in the re- 
gular orchard sprayer with excellent 
results in cleaning up ground weeds. 
The sprayer Was not properly clean- 
ed, however, and, when used sub- 
sequently to spray the trees, enough 
2, 4-D was left to injure the leaves 
considerably. 

Best results are obtained in the 
early summer when plants are mak- 
ing maximum growth and need large 
amounts of starch to do so. The cos, 
which includes one of the several 
dispersing agents necessary to make 
it effective, runs from $4.00 to $8. 
00 an acre, depending upon the de- 
gree of infestation. In general, min- 
imum dilutions are as effective as 
stronger dilutions provided the foli- 
age is thoroughly wet. The standard 
solution is 1-10 of 1 per cent mixed 
with water. Stronger solutions are 
needed for some weeds, particularly 
honeysuckle, thistles, nettles, wild

Cosmic Bomb Explodes His 
Energy To Win Arlington 
Park Futurity For Helis 


The first of the great 2-year-old 
Futurities of 1946 was run last Sat- 
urday at Arlington Park, Chicago, it 
being the event named in honor of 
that course. 

As usual, its value was such as to 
lift it to a high position, monetarily, 
among the _ season’s fixed events. 
Though endowed with only $35,000 
by the club—a very modest amount 
as things go nowadays—so heavy 
was its support by nominators that 
it grossed the sum of $80,775, with 
a net of $65,875 to the winner, ex- 
clusive of various other awards. 
This was a substantial increase over 
its previous largest value of $58,650, 
earned by last year’s winner, Spy 
Song. 

The winner was Mr. William Helis’ 
brown-bay colt Cosmic Bomb, a son 
of *Pharamond 2d and Banish Fear, 
by Blue Larkspur, that ran the six 
furlongs in 1:10 4-5, as against the 
record for the event of 1:10 2-5 es- 
tablished by Occupy in 1942. He 
was ridden by Shelby Clark and 
trained by W. Booth. 

His breeder was Mrs. John D. 
Hertz, formerly of Chicago and now 
of New York City and Stoner Creek 
Farm, Paris, Ky. She, however, in- 
cluded him in a draught of yearlings 
which she sent to the sales last sea- 
son, when Mr. Helis bought him for 
$29,500. 

For the Futurity he started fourth 
choice only. at 4% to 1, the favorite 
being Mrs. Elizabeth Graham’s noted 
colt Jet Pilot, with Mrs. F. W. Hoop- 
er’s Education next in demand and 
Colonel O’F third. The betting was 
heavy, approximately $300,000. Jet 
Pilot, it will be recalled, was the 
sensational early-season juvenile on 
the New York tracks, where he was 
undefeated. Shipped out to Arling- 
ton Park he there ran unplaced in 
his first engagement on June 22, but 
alibis were produced for him which 
the bettors thought convincing so 
they made him an even-money favor- 
ite for the Futurity. 

In which he ran a good race—but 
not good enough, as after leading 
into the stretch and looking like a 
winner half-way down it, Cosmic 
Bomb came to him with a rush he 
could not withstand and beat him 
by three parts of a length. 

The feature of the Futurity, aside 
from the performance of the winner, 
was the burning early pace. 

Education, a strong second choice 
on the strength of having won five 
of his previous seven starts, took the 
track and, closely pursued by Jet 
Pilot and Tweet’s Boy, ran the first 
auarter in flat :22 and half in :45. 
He then led Jet Pilot by half a

Letter From 
New York

The Saturday just gone to join 
its varied forebears was a pleasant 
one in New York racing. It was, in 
fact, just about ideal, except that 
Gallorette couldn’t quite last that 
extra step to take the Butler Handi- 
cap at Empire-in-Jamaica. The gal 
could, and did, beat the big horses, 
but she couldn’t beat the pounds 
which the robust Jack Campbell had 
put on her back—and left off the 
back of Lucky Draw. 

In the first place, the weather was 
about as nice as it could be, with a 
high sky and the youngness of 2 
real summer in the air. And it was 
racing as it may be when it settles 
down to something akin to normalcy. 
A year or two ago, the crowd woulée 
have stood on the backs of each 
others heels and sent the better part 
of $5,000,000 through the betting 
windows. As it was, there was a 
crowd of over 37,000 and they bet 
the better part of $3,000,000. plenty 
of money for all hands. 


New York Boom Declining 

The question of the “handle” has 
drawn more than usual attention in 
recent weeks because of the decline, 
with many pointing to the O’Dwyer 
extra 5 per cent as the reason. What 
ever the reason, it’s very pleasant, 
so long as it doesn’t reach s.arvat- 
ion point. For the extra money was 
merely tax collecting on the part of 
race track operators and the extra 
crowds made nobody happy. 

But I am not at all certain the 
extra 5 per cent is entirely to blame. 
All things in New York are beginning 
to show a dropping off. It is even 
necessary now, my scouts imform 
me, to have a fairly decent play on 
Broadway before you can sell out for 
the next eight months. 


Anything Went 

We are, perhaps we can hope, 
moving away from the idiot times 
so aptly described to this writer by 
that genial benefactor of mankind, 
Mike Jacobs. Clicking his store teeth 
one day in his office a good many 
ago, he shook his head in delighted 
amazement. 


“All y’ need,” he said,” is a place 
that’s got lights and heat and a of- 
fice. Them guys will rush up to the 
box office, buy tickets, go inside the 
dump, look around and say, ‘what’s 
going on here?’ ”’ 

This afternoon, an employee of 
the telephone company, peering down 
from the roof at Jamaica where he 
was repairing patrol phones, said 
“Small crowd today. What is it, the 
weather? Look, you can see the 
concrete through ’em there,’’ mean- 
ing you could actually see something 
beside a solid mass of customers.

It’s good to see the yearling barn 
full again at Kentmere. It’s like the 
days ‘‘befo’ de war” when the boxes 
were full of *Teddy colts (just think 
what they’d bring at Saratoga to- 
day) and people came from far and 
near to look at their immortal sire. 
Kentmere topped the sale with them 
then. Its owner Kenneth N. Gilpin, 
tops the sale to-day, but in a some 
what different way—as President 
of the Fasig-Tipton Company. Per- 
haps it won’t be long before he will 
top it in both capacities. 

I had the pleasure of looking over 
this year’s consignment at the same 
time that J. E. Estes, Editor of the 
Blood Horse, was doing the same. 
The first colt led out was a massive 
chestnut by Rosemont out of 
*Teddy’s Cross by *Teddy. He is 
not extra tall but he already mea- 
sures 8% inches around the can- 
non bone and 70 1-2 inches around 
the girth. There will not be many at 
the sales that will outweigh him. 
His quarters are long and powerful 
and he is short legged and heavily 
muscled—a very impressive animal. 

Next came another big one, the 
bay colt by *Jacopo out of the 
winner Vermouth by Stimulus, very 
well balanced, considering his size, 
deep through the hocks, with ex- 
cellent feet, a hard colt to fault. 
The chestnut colt by Pompey is the 
last the old horse got, for he died 
the day after the mare was served. 
He has a beautiful top and a very 
bloodlike head. 

A really top colt is the bay by 
Jamestown out of Maequita, a mare 
who won and placed 2nd in the Ken- 
tucky Stakes. All her foals (four) 
have won and this one looks like 
doing the same. He is well made all 
over, walks well and shows a great 
deal of quality in the head.There 
is a big, rangy chestnut, typical of 
the get of his sire Chance Play. His 
dam. Sun Destiny, (by *Sun Briar) 
is out of Phaona, dam of *Easton 
and *Hilltown. This is a good front- 
ed colt, very sound-looking, that 
will take a bit of time to come to 
himself, but should make a fine 3- 
year-old. 

The chestnut by *Hairan out of 
Absolution by John P. Grier has a 
middle piece strongly reminiscent of 
the latter, an excellent set of legs 
and a good shoulder. His dam won 
and so did four of her offspring. 
He will unquestionably get a lot of 
attention at the Spa. 

The brown filly by Challedon 
out of Thunder Flash by Nocturnal 
is a half sister to eight winners. She 
is well balanced, a good walker and 
very quick looking, a sure winner 
with any kind of racing luck. The 
bay filly by Heather Broom out 0} 
Brown Bud is a 
sound useful type, well balanced ana 
hard to fault. Her dam has already 
produced six winners.

Exhibition Of Breeding Stock 





Miss Davy’s Clifton’s Champ Wins 
Show Champion Honors As Justin 
Funkhouser Sweeps Yearling Colts 





Everyone judged at the Virginia 
Horsemen’s Ass’n., 1st annual show 
of breeding stock, last Saturday, 
July 13, at the Warrenton Horse 
Show Grounds, near Warrenton, Va. 
Spectators, handlers, judges, all, 
everyone was judging, everyone had 
opinions. Even so, Mrs. Edgar Scott, 
of Villa Nova, Pa., Dan Wight, of 
Frederick, Md., Dr. R. L. Humphrey, 
of Mountville, Va., and Joseph A. 
Estes, of Lexington, Ky., were offic- 
ially invited by the association to 
decide upon the merit of the entries 
in the pony, draft, hunter and racing 
divisions respectively. 

With no performance classes, it 
was still a jam-pack day of onlook- 
ing for spectators (who each had an 
acute sense of his own personal abil- 
ity to judge horses) and in turn it 
was a hectic day for the judges. Per- 
haps Mrs. Scott was the smartest 
judge of all. She came to Virginia, 
pinned the pony division with pre- 
cision and then flew off quickly to 
London, England. At least she es- 
caped the argumentative aftermath 
that goes with all horse shows but 
which was especially intense at this 


exhibition where so many really 
qualified horsemen, horses and 


women were present. 

Taking the divisions in order as 
they were enacted, the draft division 
was so light on entries that each 
class looked to be entries from 2 
stables. Duke de Malmaison was 
awarded the championship, and un- 
less you know your heavy drafts, 
you were not sure, as the program 
didn’t tell you, what the winning 
breed of the H. C. Thompson & Son 
entry was. 

The first class in the ponies 
brought out the best individual of 
the pony division. Dunnottar Pony 
Farm’s Stormy Weather was a stand- 
out and the divisional champion. 

Then came the hunters and Dr. 
Humphrey. Rodney was pinned as 
the best hunter type sire. Sally Port 
was awarded the blue for the best 
of the mares. Foals are the best

Then came the’ yearling colts. Dr. 
Humphrey found himself confronted 
with Port Gerald, son of Gerald, the 
*Pharamond II sire which Dr. Hum- 
phrey stands at his Mountville Farm. 
This colt was unquestionably the best 
in the class of 13, but Dr. Humphrey, 
to relieve his conscience, asked Carl 
Furr to come into the ring and judge 
the rest of the class against Port 
Gerald. This Mr. Furr did and then 
came to the inevitable conclusion 
that Port Gerald was the best. 

The yearling fillies presented simi- 
lar difficulty. A Flag Pole daughter 
owned by Alex Calvert was the win- 
ner, but Dr. Humphrey called for 
help, first for the Gerald filly, entry 
of Springsbury Farm who was a close 
2nd. Mr. Calvert had his stock in 
good shape and won the half-bred 
yearlings with a Barred Umber geld- 
ing, a Remount sire which has been 
getting good conformation progeny. 

Of the hunters, the 2-year-old class 
was small, with but 7 in it, yet 
Meander Farm’s Transportation, win- 
ner at Upperville and 2nd at Middle- 
burg could well have beaten any 
field. This was the consensus of the 
spectator judges who would have 
easily voted him the best horse in 
the show award. It was in the 3- 
year-olds that Dr. Humphrey found 
his choice, a horse which Miss Mary 
Davy owns and rides and loves. Ac- 
customed to performing, Clifton’s 
Champ was bored with his inactive 
day. Miss Davy whacked at him 
with her number card to keep him 
awake and she kept right on whack- 
ing at him until she was presented 
the champion of the show bowl. It 
is needless to say that Clifton’s 
Champ was champion of his own 
hunter division. Port Gerald was 
the reserve, when the judges decided 
that Transportation had stopped for 
the day. He had gone to sleep in 
the ring. 

It was rather coincidental that at 
the very time the progeny of Gerald, 
the *PharAamond II horse, was ac- 
counting for honors in the hunters, 
Cosmic Bomb, son of *Pharamond II 
was justifying his yearling price in 
winning the Arlington Futurity in 
Chicago. The radio broadcast of this 
great race came at the very time that 
the stallions were being exhibited 
and this parade could be observed as 
the radio blasted the triumph of 
Cosmic Bomb 

There were no awards in the rac- 
ing division stallion class. A good 
thing. *Jacopo, recent addition to 
Virginia, was not shown, a disap- 
pointment to many who found him 
listed in the catalogue. All stallions 
behaved well and the list of those 
shown will be found in the summar- 
ies. 

Judge Estes picked a _ beautiful 
broodmare in Brookmeade Farm’s 
Sun Monia, had that grand producer 
William Ziegler, Jr.’s Marching Home 
pinned 3rd, and gave the Bull Lea 
filly out of Maching Home ist in the 
foals.

Justin Morgan Had A Horse 





By Marguerite Henry, (Wilcox & Follett Co., 1945) 


This is the delightfully told story 
of the origin of the Morgan horse. 
The tale of “little Bub’ and Joel 
who loved him. 

The story starts in the late eigh- 
teenth century with the journey of 
the schoo] master and singing teach- 
er, Justin Morgan, and his young 
pupil Joel to Springfield, Mass. Mor- 
gan has a debt to collect from a 
farmer, who in lieu of cash gives 
him a fine young colt named Ebene- 
zer. In the fields with Ebenezer is 
a little runt of a colt. The boy and 
the little horse immediately form a 
great attachment for one another so 
when they journey back to Vermont 
the little horse follows along. Mor- 
gan is able to sell the big colt but 
as there is no market for the little 
one he gives the boy Joel the oppor- 
tunity of ‘‘gentling’”’ him. This is done 
in the evenings after the boy’s work 
as an apprentice to the miller and 
inn-keeper is over, and once accom- 
plished the little horse is rented out 
by the year to a farmer. The Morgan 
horse first distinguishes himself in 
a pulling-bee in which he triumphs 
over three of the largest and best 
farm horses in the neighborhood. 
Many other contests follow and his 
reputation spreads to such an ex- 
tent that he is challenged to race 
against two Thoroughbreds from 
New York. The first race is won 
thanks to young Joel’s conniving but 
the second “little Bub” wins by his 
own “grit.” The boy is given five 
silver dollars from the winnings on 
the race and resolves then and there 
that someday the horse will be his. 
There follow several happy years for 
the Morgan horse as mount for the 
master, after whom he is named, 
and then ypon Morgan’s death, to 


quote the author: “He served black- 
smiths and farmers, bricklayers and 
carpenters—by day he hauled lum- 
ber and pricks. He uprooted stumps. 
He dragged logs and stones. He cul- 
tivated the land. But at night, witn 
the mud brushed from his coat, he 
cantered into town with as much 
snap and style as any carriage 
horse.’”’ He was vigorous, full of 
spirit yet gentle—powerful yer 
docile. He changed hands many times 
and finally disappeared from sight 
when sold to a traveler. 


Time went by and Joel now grown 
to manhood had become a respected 
member of the community with his 
own saw-mill but he never forgot 
his friend “little Bub” the Morgan 
horse. Finally the two meet once 
more when on a cold and snowy 
night a six horse wagon team arrives 
at the inn. The smallest member 
turns out to be Bub now well over 
20 and Joel is able to buy him for 
his own and lavish upon him all the 
tender and loving care he so well 
deserves. The proudest moment in 
the lives of both man and _ horse 
comes when, during a revue of vet- 
erans of the War of 1812, President 
Monroe singles out the Morgan 
horse to ride. 


This then is the story of the first 
Morgan horse. The beginning of a 
breed which is truly American and 
which seems well summed up by the 
title of the last chapter ‘“‘The Heart 
To Go On Forever”. 


The illustrations by Wesley Den- 
nis are excellent and depict well the 
character and personality of the 
horse. Though this is primarily a 
children’s book adults will find great 
charm in it. 





Condition Book An 
Absolute “Must” For 
Every Racing Man 


Racing secretaries such as John 
B. Campbell in New York, Charles 
J. McLennan, of Pimlico, Hialeah 
and Garden State, Fred Burton at 
Arlington Park and _ others, are 
seldom thought of as authors but 
they continually turn out little 
books which in their limited editions 
are more popular than the classics 
or the book of the month. 

To the layman the condition book 
which these men write for a race 
meeting is probably as exciting and 
intelligible as would be an essay on 
atomic energy by Gertrude Stein, 
but to the horseman it is a most in- 
teresting piece of writing. 

Dull as it might appear to the out- 
sider, the Condition Book is vital to 
the horseman but frequently pro- 
voking of spirited discussion, for the 
reader is not always in agreement 
with what is written and frequently 
feels that he could write better con- 
ditions. By better he, of course, 
means, conditions which establish 
races better suited to his particular 
horses. 

A classic tale of the turf is told 
of an experience of Webb Everett, 
racing secretary at Santa Anita, 
which is probably shared by other 
racing secretaries. Everett’s answer 
to a grumbling trainer, who protest- 
ed that there weren’t enough races 
in the pook suitable to his horses, 


was to invite him to write condi- 
tions for a few races. 

After several false starts and 
much pencil biting the trainer pro- 
duced two races neither of which 
would have found enough horses at 
the track to fill. 

In addition to the’ established 
number of races for the day’s pro- 
gram the book contains a substitute 
race each day for use in the event 
that one of the regularly scheduled 
races does not fill. 

Trainers are continually thumb- 
ing through the condition book, ever 
alert for a “spot” which looks easy 
for one of their horses. Horses ellt- 
gible for certain races are noted in 
the book and the astute trainer gen- 
erally has a pretty good idea of who 
else may be eyeing that particular 
race and thus knows what his com- 
petition is likely to be. 

The jockey’s agent is another to 
whom the condition book is a must. 
He has one for each of the riders he 
is handling and records any future 
riding engagements he may secure 


therein.

Notes From 
Great Britain

Horses And Dogs Have Great 
Mutual Regard If Allowed 
In Company Of Bach Other 


“Why does a horse kick hounds 
if taken too near to them when a 
fox, or a hare is being broken up?”’. 
This question was discussed by a 
number of sportsmen the other day. 
It is well-known that the smell of 
blood and death arouses fear rm 
horses. Those of us who served with 
cavalry in the first world-war, know 
how horses shied, trembled and 
snorted when passing human and 
equine corpses by the roadside ane 
on the battle-field. Some times, when 
riding in the dark, we had to sit 
very tight, for our horses smelt the 
dead podies which neither of us 
could see. Blood and dead bodies 
create fear in horses but in dogs 
both have an entirely different in- 
fluence. Dogs being carniverous ani- 
mals, killers and carrion eaters, are 
attracted by that which breeds fear 
in the horse. The latter has a latent 
instinct of self-preservation from 
heels and his speed are main wea- 
predatory animals, against which his 
pons of defense. Despite this in- 
herent suspicion, however, it is a fact 
that most horses become very at- 
tached to dogs and find their af- 
fection reciprocated. Each loves the 
companionship of the other both tn 
the open and in the stable, although 
a strange dog entering a field in 
which horses are grazing, is invaria- 
bly galloped out of it and has to 
turn with the rapidity of a poro 
player to miss the heels of the pur- 
suers. There again, one has the re- 
vival of inherent fear in the equine 
species. 

To Make and Break 

A horse which cannot be trusted 
with hounds or other sporting dogs 
is a menace. We all know that Mas- 
ters of hounds and huntsmen will 
rum no risks, knowing that the best 
mannered hunter or blood ‘un, may 
lash out when hounds are passing. 
Hence, if a pack is being taken along 
a lane in which horsemen are gath- 
ered, the latter are requested to face 
hounds so that there may be no pos- 
sibility of injury to the fatter. Few 
horses strike whith their forefeet 
when stationary, although they often 
do so when galloping. 

In his recent book, Stanislaus 
Lynch refers to this subject, and 
points out that country children 
have no fear when surrounded in 
a field by a lot of inquisitive bul- 
locks, whereas a town child would 
scream himself into a frenzy. Then 
he goes on : 

A young horse does not scream 
when surrounded by hounds for the 
first time, but he displays his ter- 
ror in a more deadly manner—he 
kicks them. The horse must be given 
an opportunity to convince him that 
his fears are imaginary. Few houses 
but possess a terrier or two, a col- 
lie, or a lovable mongrel of some 
sort. These are, invariably only too 
delighted to be given an outing on 
the road or across country. When 
hacking a young horse tn such com-

pany the rider will be well repaid 
if he dismounts occasionally, calls 
the dog to hand and fondles him 
under the gaze of his nervous horse. 
It is not unreasonable to suggest 
that a horse soon grasps the fact 
that as a dog is the master’s friend, 
the master is the horse’s friend, 
therefore the dog is the horse’s 
friend. The rider when mounted, can 
coax the dog to come to the stirrup 
for a tit-bit. If he is a pig dog and 
can be induced to rest his fore-paws 
on the rider’s boot, so much the 
better. Little touches like that give 
the horse confidence. The ideal 
schoolroom is the loose-box. The dog 
should be taken-in to him, on a 
lead preferably at first. They be- 
come fast friends and later he will 
allow the dog to wander or doze in 
his loose-box at will. When he is 
brought into close proximity to a 
pack he should be led, not ridden 
so that should anything startle him 
suddenly he will have less chance 
of pivoting round and” lashing-out 
at hounds’’. 


Curious Fox Theory 

A master of hounds asked us the 
other day if we had ever heard a 
belief common in Yorkshire that 
young female foxes will not breed so 
long as their vixens are producing 
cubs. This curious theory is quite 
new to us, and the party of expert- 
enced men—Masters of hounds 
amongst them—who heard it, were 
unanimous in the view that there is 
nothing in it. When the time comes 
for a vixen to utter her wierd love- 
call all agreed that there was no 
pyschogical effect of her mother al- 
so going a-wooing which would 
deter either of them tmviting, or 
the gay vulpine Lotharios within 
hearing, from mating. It is a known 
fact that there are barren and mate- 
less vixens, but that these are 
waiting in virginity until their dams 
are defunct, or fail to produce a 
family, seems altogether contrary 
to reason, and to the laws of nature. 
A dog fox will not discriminate be- 
tween one vixen or another in the 
grounds mentioned by the M. F. H. 


Generally speaking foxes are very 
moral animals, faithful to each other 
although in areas in which there 
is a shortage of dog foxes, there is 
probably polygamy. In opposition to 
the generally accepted idea, there 
is abundant evidence that dog foxes 
assist in feeding litters for which 
they are responsible. We have known 
several instances of a dog fox as- 
suming full responsibility when the 
vixen has come to an untimely end. 
Last Spring, a vixen not far from 
my house, was caught in a snare, 
she gnawed at her foot until she 
left a portion of it in the gin, and 
made her escape. Gangrene, how- 
ever, set in and she was found dead. 
The dog fox then assumed charge 
and regularly fed the young ones 
with rabbits, rats, mice and small 
birds, and kept guard at the earth 
until the cubs were old enough to 
fend for themselves.

William Helis, owner of the win- 
ner, will be remembered as the New 
Orleans oil operator that, hitherto 
unknown to the turf world, created 
a sensation by paying $66,000 for the 
yearling colt Pericles in 1943, ac- 
companying this by a series of other 
spectacular expenditures that brought 
him vast publicity. 

Since then he has kept steadily 
along the path which he entered and 
in addition to the organization of a 
large racing stable, of which the con- 
Arlington Park is only a 
segment, has established a_ stock 
farm, with an expensive and select 
stud of stallions and mares, for 
whose home he secured the famous 
Rancocas Farm in New Jersey. 

Originally Rancocas was founded 
by Pierre Lorillard, whence he ship- 
ped to England the only American- 
bred winner of the Epsom Derby, 
Iroquois, that carried off the event 
in 1881. Among its later proprietors 
was Harry F. Sinclair, whose colt 
Zev, winner of the Kentucky Derby 
of 1933, also won the subsequent in- 
ternational match run that fall at 
Belmont Park, in which he defeated 
the English Derby winner of the 
same season, Papyrus.
